The demand to incorporate outdoor education in el¬ 
ementary, middle and high schools has risen dramatically 
in the United States in the last eighteen months, especially 
at Harpeth Hall. Although many classes would not be able 
to be taught outdoors on days when it rains, some students 
still realize the importance of being outside on these days. 

“It rained last Wednesday, and we went outside dur¬

Students at Harpeth Hall wish that more of their class¬ 
es could be taught outside, especially as the weather gets 
nicer this spring. Then, at the beginning of the 2014-2015 
school year as more students and teachers get used to being 
outside instead of in the classroom, the middle and upper 
school can gradually transform the buildings into covered 
porches, similar to those used in Seattle. 

Frederick realizes the importance of learning outside 
and even used her senior Winterim to study the benefits 
of outdoor education through an independent study she 
completed in Nice, France. Her host family worked to 
build a school in Nice that only uses this type of learning 
and helped her on her project. Frederick gave a presenta¬ 
tion at a recent all-school assembly to faculty and students 
on what she learned and her plan on how to transform 
Harpeth Hall into a school that only teaches outdoors. Be¬ 
cause of her recently discovered passion for the subject, she 
is avoiding college next year to work at Harpeth Hall and 
make her dream of outdoor classes a reality. 

Even though not all students may like taking their prob¬ 
lem sets and history lectures outside, every student will re¬ 
alize the benefits of this change at Harpeth Hall once the 
school fully transforms their facilities to match this grow¬ 
ing type of education.
